MADEIRA.—THE NEW WINTER HOME FOR CON- 
BUMPTIVE PATIENTS. 
Last week a steamship sailed for Meceira from Loudon with twenty 
passengers removed írom the Consumptive Hcspiial, Brompton, 
10 the above genial climate. 

Madeira is an island in the Atlantio, 360 miles from Africa, The 
anchorage of vessels is in the bay of Funchal, in the heart of which 
stands the city of that neme, built on an amphitheatre of lofty 
hille, having numerous ravines, knollg, and other irregularities of 
surface, with very little level ground at the base. ‘Cho hills face 
the south, and nearly surround tho smal! bay in front. The beauty 
of the scene is increased by the verdure interspersed among the 
houses, and extending fiom tbe lower to the higher points. The 
hovses are closely built together, forming narrow streets, but they 
aro continued upwards in а much more straggling manuver to the 
height of about 2,000 feet, where tho region ef the vice terminates. 
The dwellings are all very amall, consiructed о: stove, thstched, 
plastered, aud whitewaehed, which gives them a picturerqae ap- 

arance. A health officer visits veseels on their arrival in the 

bour, and if there is no disease of an !nfeotiona character on 
board, the passengers may land at onc? No iuconvenience is eus- 
tained at the custom-house; the сета will not even csuee the 
truoks to be unlocked if the owners declare that they contain 
nothing contraband. Immediately on arrival it is customery for 
the visitor to betake himself to an hotel until he can settle upon a 
fitting residence. 

Visitors to Madeira for the grestor part liva in Fanchal, or its 
immediate |: gbbourhoo?. For their accommodation there are 
good furnish © houses, which may be obtained at from two hun- 
dred to '! ree hundred dollars for the season of six or eight months د‎ 
and when there are two or three persons together, with an English 
servant, this is the most comfortable as well as the cheapes: way 
of living. Bat tho mejority of visitors live in boarding-houses, 
which, generally speaking, are excecd'ngly comfortable; and the 
charge is pretty much the same in all—about Ату dollars a menth 
for each person. There are hou:es where persons who prefer 
having ۵ seperate teble may be so accommodated, withort addi- 
tional expense, if there are two or three together At the com- 
mencement of the sraton, no one will let apartments for less than 
four months certain Visitora should therefore reside in the hotel 
for a few daya, that they may have time to look at the different 
houses, and make inquiries. Residents, in general, are rather 
un willing to give opinions regarding the comparative merits of the 
diffrent houses, but a few of them are understood to patronise 
particular establishments, irrespective of their merits. If visitors 
Jeave before the four mouths &:e completed, the rule is to charge 
half-price for the unexpired period ; aud, fur additional time, the 
cbarge is made up to the day on which the apartments are vaca'ed 
‘Tho hotel charges are as moderate ss those of the boarding- houses ; 
and in everything, exoept locality, it is exceedi»gly comfortable. 

То give au ides of how invalids spend their tine іа Madeira, we 
may mention that many get up abont seven o'clcck; breakfast about 
ha)!-psst eight; ride out at ten ; retarn in time to dress for dinrer, 
which is at two; ride out again at four; return about half-past 
five (before sunset); take tea at balf-past six; read till about half- 
past ten; when the party breaks ор and all retire to bed—ihe 
younger me bers having of course gone earlier. 

The great attraction of Madeira is its climate. The temperature 
is equable snd the air bland; co:sump'ive patients could Lot, 
therefore, eelect а more desirable place cf sojourn. Aocording to 
pobliabed abstracts of the temperature, the mercury ia the thermo- 
meter seldom falle, on the average, below 60 deg, nor rises above 
71drg The mean annual temp ratore of Funchal is 64 deg, only 
about 5 deg. warmer than the Italien and Provencal provinces. It 
ie not advisable thet persons who have lorg беса dangerously ill cf 
active pulmonary congumption shoald resort to Madcirs, unless it 
ke with the intention of permanently residing there; bat those who 
are only suffering from an incipient attack may be almost c:rtain 
of a care.

AMERIOA. 

The news of the death oi Lord Palmerston had reached New 
York, and most јопговје publish editorials on the subject of his 
political career. The New York Times thinks that Palmerston’s 
death would probably facilitate the peaceful settlement of the difli- 
culties with Great Britain, as Palmerston always was hostile, the 
Times thinks, to the United States, and says the fact is notorious 
that the United States never had any difficulties with Great 
Briteia that were noi attributable to his policy. It concludes 
as follows: — 

* The report that Earl Russell will succeed to the Premiership, 
and that Clarendon will be celled to the Foreign Deparment, will 
probably prove correot. Bat all such arrangements can be but 
tempurery. ‘Che Liberal party, of which Gladstone is now the 
recognised chief, ia destined soon to rule Englacd, and the death of 
Paluerstcn, whom Englishmen have kept ав в prime manager of 
their affairs by the mere force of habit, will only hasten thet advent 
of a new order of British administration. Palmerston was the 
main link which held England to the Oonservatives of the psst, 
though of late years he has always kept aloof from the Tory party. 
He defeated retorm not by openly гема од it, bat by dexterous 
temporising and ceaseless procrastination That system will 
perish with him. Men of earnest convictions, of a genuine respect 
for popolar rights, of a natural sympathy with the great 
American republic, rather than with the imperial usurper of France, 
will very soon become the ruling power of England. Within a few 
months at farthest we may expect to see a more liberal Administra- 
tion than England has ever known—one made пр of our true well- 
wiebers, ever disposed to desl with us justly, and which would 
count it no dishonour to submit any ivternational difference 
to arbitration. Even with a Palmerston at the head of Bri‘ish 
affairs, a war between England and the United States 48 
have been difficult; now tkat he bay gone, it is well-nigh an im- 
possibility.” 

The New York Herald gays :—" The death of Palmerston opons 
the door to agitation, removes the restraints from the Radicals and 
other revolutioviste, and leaves the way open for А complete trans- 
formation of English institutions. Therefore we say that after 
Palmerston comes the d-loge, and after the deluge а Biitiah re- 
public. The logic of events is irresistible.” 

The New York Herald asserte that Secretary Welles has ordered 
the chiefs of the navy yards to prep«ro all the iron-clads for tes, ani 
that Mr Stanton haa stopped all sales of army waggons, meats of 
traveport, aud material. Tho Herald attributee this to the desire of 
the Adminisiration to preparo agwnst any sudden Fenian move- 
ment. 


OANADA. 

Tho Fenian excitement continnes ia Osnada, and the Goverr ment 
is reported to be preparing for th» defence of the frontier. 

The Toronto Leader ssserta that Mr. Perreault, a member of the 
Canadian parlisment, has addressed the people of Sorrel. Ho said 
that the Fenian movement wasc:used by British tyranny. The 
Fenisns would invade Canada in the courae of the winter and hold 
the upper provinces. 

Intelligence from  Toron'o states that tbe city ia picketed. 
Мото ous private soldiers hai been arros'ed in that city for sym- 
pathy with the Fenians. Oraugomen were arriving for the defence 
of the district. 

It is reported that the Оаза ап Fenians bave a large steamer 
ready for armament, and tha: numerous Government officials are 
engaged in the conspiracy.

AN inquiry was held, on Monday evening, Mr. W. Payne, 
coroner for the City, relative to the death of Speen Stevens, coed 
sixty years, who was killed by a fall from the top of a “ Favourite” 
omnibus. The deocased, who resided at Wood-lane, Highgate, 
on the previous Thursday evening hailed one of the “ Favourite ” 
omnibuses at Prinoes-street, City, and got on the roof. George 
Grey, the driver, said that the omnibus went on all right till it 
came to Finsbury-square, where a gentleman bailed him again.

EXTRAORDINARY CHARGE OF FORGERY. 


Jons Duncan, barely fifteen years of age, who had been employed 
as an errand-boy, was bronght before Mr Alderman Finnis and 
Alderman Sir Robert Carden, at the jattica-room of the Mausion 
H: use, charged on remand with stealing a banker's cheque-book, 
nud forgivg cheques to the amount in 811 of £210 with iatent to 
cefrand the London and Westminster Bink With him were 
отс» at the bar three roldiers of the Roysl Artillery, stationed at 
Woolwich, named Henry Garrett, Joha Buckley, and John 
Jennings, cbarged with being concerned as receivers in the forgery 
with a guilty knowledge Tho boy Duncan and the prisoner 
Garrett, who ia a bombardier, had bee: first approhonded on the 
cargo, код at their ficat examination at tbe Mansion House oir- 
cnmstances were elicited tending to implicate two other artillery- 
men at Woolwich, aud а day or two afterwards tho prisoners 
Buokley and Jennings were arrested, and underwent an examina- 
tion resultiog in their bsing remanded. Oa Saturday all four were 
charged together, and some extraordinary clroamstances were dis- 
closed in evidence 

Mr. Baddeley, of Leman-street, solicitor t» the Eastern Branch 
of the London and Westminster Bink, again conducted the 
prosecution; and Mr. Lowis, of Ely-place, defended the prisoner 
Garrett. 

On the 6th of October last а chequa for $20, purporting to be 
drawn by Mr. Conte, of Jewry-street, Aldgate, on the Loudoa and 
Westminster Bank, was presented for psymont at thé eas етп or 
Whitechapel branch of the bank, and paid over tho comnter by Мг 
Reevo, ۵ clerk in the establishment, in gold, bat to whom psid he 
conld not ssy. Oa the 19 h of the same month a similar ohequo for 
£50, aud again on the 27th a cheque for £65 were presented at the 
brauch bank and paid by Mr. Miller, а cashier, all im goin, exoept а 


£5 bank-note. It is usaal to ask а person اراوود‎ payment of 
a cheque how he will hava it, whether in оой or and the 
cheque із cashed according to his wish in that c casbier 
in these two cases could not say to whom thé was рма any 
more than Mr. Miller. Mr. Conte kept an account at the bänk, and 


the signatures appearing to be genuine, the cheques were honoured 
asa matter of course. Again, on the 21st of October, a cheque for 
£75, purporting to be signed by Mr. Oonte was paid in gold across 
the counter at the same branch bank by Mr. Harpour, another 
osshier there, but to whom he could not say. 

Mr. Joseph Conte and his son Charles Conte were called as wit- 
nesses. The father deposed that he isa cork manufacturer at 17, 
Jewry-stroet, Aldgate, aud keeps a banking account with the 
eastern branch of the London and Westminster Bank. ‘Ihe four 
cheq1es produced for £65, £50, £20, and £75, were no: written or 
sgued by him nor by bis authority. The prisoner Duncan had 
been three or four months in his employment, first ag errand boy 
aud latterly av janior olerk. Witness kept his cheque-book in a 
drawer of his desk in his counting-houre, вод the prisoner اون‎ 
have access to the desk at any time. He remained in hig employ 
up to last Wednesday week, when he suddenly dissppsared. Wi- 
nera had missed five blank cheques from his cheque-book on that 
di The prisoner Daucan had no authority to fill up cheques for 

tun. 

The eon of witness deposed that he was olerk to his father, and 
уза frequently seen the prisoner Dancan write Ho believed the 
filling up of the four cheques ín rr to be ia Danoan’s hem 
writing. Witness generatly filled ap Big father’s cheques. 75 
had 78. a-week, and came regularly to #66 office until the ato, 
of Wednesday week. Witness then told him that his fathor hi 
gone to the bank in a “stew.” Witnees afterwards went to 
breakfast, and when he returned the prisoner had left without 
permission. Witness did not see him agaia until he was ia cas- 
tody. 

Juke Randall: I am employed by the War-office at Woolwich, 
aud am a detective constable of the metropolitan police مهه‎ 
irom information I had received I went а few evenings ago to tho 
Alexandra Theatre at Islington, and saw the prisoners Duncan and 
Garrett together at the entrance. "They had joined each other 
there. I aceused the prisoner Dunoan of robbing his employer of a 
considerable sam of money, and of cheques which he had osshed at 
the bank. Не said " Yes” Tho other prisoner Garrett was 
present. 1 told him I was a police-officer from Woolwich, and that 
he might consider himself in onetody. I asked what he had done 
with the money. Не replied that he had bought some Шира with 
it, and some he had given away. Нә said he had bought two 
watches and two guarde, and had,iven ons watoh and gaard tothe 
prisoner Garrett, who was then present. Не also said he had given 
Ш. or 21. to the bombardier (meaning Garrett), and things he hed 
bought which were at his father's house. He told me also he had 
given money to two other men at Woolwich at different times. 
‘The two men referred to are now under an arrest. I said to 
the bombardier, “The osse looks suspicious against you at 
present, and you must consider yourself in custody.” I also said to 
nim, “ You were about purchasing your discharge, aud I believe the 
money 18 — paid.” He said, ч Yes, £30 has been paid for my 
disohargo; my father bought my discharge with bis own coin. 1 
сроке to the father, and then said to the bombardier, '' Your father 
sya you gaya him the money to buy your discharge” He made no 
reply. І then said to the prisoner Dancap, “ I find from the bom- 
bardier’s father that you gave tho money to the bombardier to bay 
the discharge,” and he said, “ Yes, І did.” He also said that ће 
pave him £83, besides buying the watch and guard, also two 
rings, а looket and chath, and other things. 

That was the evidence affecting the boy Duncan and the bombar- 
dier, Garrett. The bench then proceeded to hear the case against 
the prisoners Baokley and Jennings. 


John Ohristie, a nt ia the Royal Artillery, stationed at Wool- 
wich, said the two p ers Buckley snd Jennings were alao in the 
Artillery. He produced two letters signed “ John Buokley.” and 


d:ted October last. He knew ths prisoner Buckley's writing. 
‘Che letters wore written by him. On Thursday, the 2ad of 
November, the adjatant agked him in witness's presence if he had 
ever written any letter to the boy Dunoan, then on remand 
for forgery. Не denfoi a: firat 6 he had, but afterwards said 
thet he hed written oae or two, and said that he had known him for 
lou years. Buckley was then under arrest, accused of having had 
a share of the money from the boy Dunoen. On Satardsy morning 
Buoklay wae brought up before the e" pare again. Witness wav 
prosent, ‘The adjatant told him he had received the order for his 
cisoharge and require 1 bim to pay the moaey in order (o carry ff 
ont, Baokley said he had no: got the то 19ӯ, but hie fa:her wae 
g "og to воза it to bim. 

l'ue two lettera réferred to by the preceding witnoss as having 
been addressed by Buokley (о the boy Duncan were then put in

Randall, the detective о ээг, was recalled, and deposed that he 
told the prisoners Jennings and Baokley, when they were together, 
that they would be charged with reosiving money from а boy 
n»med John Паосап, knowing it t2 have been stolen. Buckley 
said ho bad not seea the boy, but he was in Gibraltar with him, 
and hs denied having had avy of the money. Witness epoke te 
Buokley, on the was to the station, about hie discharge, and he 
ssid his father was going to send the money for him. Witness told 
Jennings he would be charged with receiving a watch and a pipe 
from the boy Dancan. He replied, “ Yes, I did receive it from him, 
bat I don't know how he came by it." Witness had since asked 
the lad Dunoan, dis'iactly, whether he bad forged the cheques, aud 
he said he had forged the whole of them—aboat four or five —and 
had cashed them at the bank at onos, with the exosption of one, 
and that was not one of those in question. 

An extraordinary state nent in writing, addressed by the boy 
Dunoan from the gaol of Newgate to his master, Mr. Conte, wau 
thon put in evidence. It was read by Mr. Охе, the chief clerk, as

Iam sorry to вез 
my mother and father in such а state, as they are weeping and 
crying bit'erly, and broken-hearted over my foolishness and folly 
through mixing with that lot. I am broken-hearted to seo my 
mother in впоб & state ss I am in. Do not take proceedings 
again:t me, and I will pay you all back as soon as it lies in my

THE intelligenos from Jamaica, after making allowanca for any 
possible exaggeration, is вой зіер!1у painfal and distressing. The 
state of things described is, however, only such as might have been 
expected as, a priori, probable on the outbreak of an insurrection 
among a population of African race. Of tho fact of wide-spread 
and orgsnizod insurrection among the black popalation of Jamaios 
there seems to be no doubt, aud this being tho case, we might form 
a shrewd guess beforehand as to the way in whioh it would be 
carried out. Tho iojuries which а savage inflicts upon bis victim 
are not proportioned to the viotim's real or imaginary offence. The 
white man 1s generally content with knocking his enemy down, or, 
at worst, knccking his braias cu:. When he makes a revolution he 
bhoots and bayonets ai many mon who resist bim with arms as he 
із able. Bat bo does not rip ap women and throw oliiidren into tho 
fire. Нә is generally cantent with killlag his @nemy outright, 
and in the quickest, and therefore the easiest, way, ald docs not 
delight in flaying, or burning, or dismemberiag, or diaémbowe 
him. Bat these are th» very fret things سا‎ thinks 
Merely to kill an enemy, or supp: врелу, kud get him ont of 
the way as quickly as possible, فا‎ m j torturing to death із 
everything. It is not that the viotim has done him ang serious im- 
jary, but that the passions of the savage aro ёо and ungo 

able that ho must needs satiste t with oruslty, ag the tiger 
continues, long after its life is extinct, to tear and rend, in mere 
blind ipstiac ive fary, the victim he has kilied for sport. It would 
саше more pain than surprise, therefore, to ӨМ who know what the 
savage races are to find tue report authe that the negroes 
have not proved themselves disposed W meroy to man, 
woman, ог child. We hope this is not $93 Unt wo should not be 
the least astouished to find that it is the fact. We find impated £o 
them such things as tearing out the tongues of those who fall iato 
their hands, cutting off the bosoms of women, strangling and mati- 
lating young children. ‘Lhe time selected by the negroes for the 
attack upon tae whites was daring a special session at the court- 
house at Morant Bay. To the fiercs and passionate multitude of 
armed blacks who swarmed round this place the Biot Act was read, 
and theugh the volunteers who were present did their duty, the 
answer of the rebels was an immediate and a murderous 
attack. The vo'unteere were virtually unarmed, as they 
only had two rounds of ammunition. Bull, they were 
able to drive cf their assailants for a short interval, during which 
aome who were in the Court House contrived to escape. But the 
rebels soon returned in iccreased numbers to set the Court House 
on fir. Ав those within sough: to escapa by the door they 
were murdered as they crossed the thresuold. Baron von Ketel- 
holt, who had read the Riot Act, was one of the first victims. 
He is desoribed as having beon literally hewa in pieces His 
head, we read, was splis ia two; the braias were extracted, 
mixed with ram, aud the compound actaally druuk by his 
murderers.

Тнк Cattle Plague Commission have recommended а measure which 
would probably destroy that disease, but which would certainly entail 
Upon the mara of the people an amount of distresa greater than apy

of all movement of cattle, for any purpose or on any pretext. That 
measare would be ineffectual unless applied, as the commission 
propose to apply it, to the whole kingdom—to districts where the 

f cattle are healthy, as well as to those visited by disease. Happily 
this measure is not prastiosble, or we should have one plague 
brought in to get rid of ansther whioh is perhaps the milder of the 
two. Allthe stook markets would of course be shut up at onoe, 
and the cattle trade would be turned into a деља- томе trads. Even 
private sales of lean stock would be stopped, and the farmer who 
has a store of food would be unable to buy of the owner of cattle 
who wanted money for his stock. It топа not be lawful for a 
butcher to go to & farm, buy а beast, and drive it home. Large 
classes of persons whe live by the cattle trade would be thrown 
oat of employment, and the рпог of meat would rise suddenly, and 
to a great height The oattle plague is а serious misfortane, but 
it does not warrant such ва interference as this with the food sup- 
plies of the country, deranging Internal and foreign trade, throw- 
ing thousands of persons out of work, and making food dear every- 
where.

ATROOITIES BY THE NEGROES.

The «Nicer had not yet found the owner for 
rhe rug, which was stolen from a cort at the Corner of Stonecutter-street, 
Farringdon-street, on the 8rd November. Mr. Alderman Dakin remanded 
tho prisoner in order that more inquirles might ђе made, and, if postib 
the owner cf the rug discovered.

been six more, being thosa which sre had lef: inthe boat. One of these, 
ho vever, was missicg.

The prisoner was labouring under delirium 
tremens. She was obliged to cling to the dock for support, and was in a 
very alarming condition. She is the second wife of the prosecutor, a 
respectable man, who married her two years ago. She had beea int» xicared 
fourteen months oat of the twenty-four, and her excess had been frightful 
She bed spent large sums cf money in the indulgence of strong drinks, 
nearly ruined her husband's prospects, end put hia life in danger. She 
was before а megi.trate some time ago fur violentiy assaulting her husband, 
and at his intercession was allowed to go at large on her own reocogn'zances 
to keep the peace. This was of no avail. She soon broke оп: again Оп 
the 31st of last monta she was inebriated and attacked her husband. She 
soratched him, kicked him, and attempted to uso dangerous weapons and 
kill him, He obtained assistance and held her Eands. Hl» life was not 
safe. A summons was obtained against the prisoner. to which she would 
not appear, aud а warrant for ber arrest was granted and acted upon. Hagh 
Andrews, а police-c.nstab'e, 69 H, raid the pris.ner was talf mad, ina 
drunken state. The previous night four great Irishmen were putinto ber 
cell to prevent her doing һа to berseif. That morning she was ravicg 
mad, end bas now relapsed into delirium tremens. Mrs. „пп Sheffield, a 
married woman, tbe daughter of the prosecator, said the prisoner was her 
siepmotber. Sae bore Бег no егшћу aud was anxious for her welfare 
She feared that unless her stepmother was uncer restraint murder would be 
committed. .Her stepmotber had violated her own Tecognizances to keep 
the peace. The prisoner: Oh forgive me, your worship. I will go home 
end be а teeto:alier for the rest of my life Mr. Partridge: Yon can't be 
depended upon. This is а rai case. You bava ruined yourtssif and your 
husband by Jour shocking indulgince iu the use of inioxicating liquors 
You must find two good sureties in the sum of £15 each to geep the peace, 
sue ve cf good behaviour for threo monture, The prisoner was removed in 
custody. 

A Porice Mistake —A respectable-looking man, named John Sheridan, 
&ged thirty-four, aud described ав а seaman, tnough dressed unlike осе, 
was brought before Mr. Pariridge charged with being a suspected person, 
found concealed in а yard iu Redman's-row, Stepney, supposed with intent 
to commit a felony. Jobn Mackay, a police-cous:able, 414 K, said he found 
the prisoner asleep uncer a log of уо d, in a cow-yard. Mr Partridge: 
And you have charged hin with being а suspected person, aud to hava 
been in this cow-yard with the supposed intention of committing а felony ? 
Mackay: There bave been many robberies abont there, Mr Partridge. 
You con't mean to say ће bas committed them ? Mackay: No, sir; he 
was &sieep in the cow-yard. Мг. Patridge: If he had intenced to commit 
а robbery, he would not have gone to sleep there? Roche, the gaoler of 
tbe court, said the prisoner was well dressed, aud his boots thick and heavy 
ones, not auch &s a thief was likely to wear. Mr. Partridge said tne police- 
constable bad made a very improper statement on the p: lico-sheot. Roche: 
The prisoner ie jast recovering from drunkenness, Mr, Partridge sali 
there was no necessity to degrado the man because he h d been guilty of 
the simple offence of sleeping in a cow-yard. He should certainly mark his 
sense of thé impropriety of the police-con*tible's conduct on the police- 
sheet. The prizouer said he was a seaman, that he belonged to the ship 
Louisa, aud was lodging at Green's Sallora' Home in Poplar. He could 
bring witneases to character. Mr. Partridge dis charged the prisoner, and 
read the following entry he made on the pulice-sheet :— 


“This prisoner ought not to have been given into custcdy. I$ is quite 
evident from his appearance that he ia a seaman, as he alleges; and there 
was not a tittie of evidence to show that he was on the premises for ап un- 
lawful purpose. The prisoner states that he belongs to the Louisa lying 
in the East india Dock, and the constable admits that at the time of his &p- 
prehension the palsoner made this statement to him.

The com- 
plainant’s evidence was confirmei by Taretta Deal, her daughter, who 
said that her mc thor would nut permit the prisoner to best the children, 
which made him vory augry. After som» further evidenco, Mr. Paget suid 
the prisoner had no legal claim ujon the woman, and he wes surprised that 
she did net leave him. Tbe complainant said that «he had left the ргівогег 
several times in ccnsequcrce of his tyranny, but ће Gams after her and) 
made ber live with hum again. The prisoner said that if he did strike the 
complainant he did not iatend (0 do it, and was very sorry fori; He would 
promise not to ill-use her agsin, Mr. Paget: I will take care you shall not 
do so for a very long time. I cannot help expressing my surprise at her 
extreme folly and weakness in living with you. For the brutal assault you 
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have committed upon ber you will ba imprisoned and kept to bard labour 


for three months, and after that find g od bail to keep the peace and be «f 
good behaviour for three montba longer.

There із sufficient depth of water, both 
in the Hadson and the East river, for ships of large burden to load 
apd unload et the wharis.

GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR THE WEEK.‏ 


FLOWER GARDEN.—GQive pio: and carnations plenty of air 
aud light, as close confinement l make them sickly, while د‎ 
slight frost will not hurt them. Take up roots of lobelia, &», and 
stove them in а frame or boxes, until they require parting, in the 
spring. Plant and train all hardy climbing plants against walls, 
arbours, &o. Lose no time in planting tulipe, if not alrealy done. 
Look over ranunculuses to see that they are free from damp; aieo, 
look over pits and frames on а fine day, pinohing off top shoots to 
keep the plants dwarf aud bnshy 

KITCHEN GARDENISG.—Proceed with the prinolpsl work cnt out 
for las: week. Get manure wheeled on to the quarters where it ie 
required, and get all spare ground well trenoned. Ont down av 
paragus close to the surface of the ground; boe and rake off weeds; 
cover up the beds with a good coating of rotten horse dung; and 
throw over the whole a covering of earth from the alleys. Olean 
and dress herb beds for the winter, and throw over a slight сом of 
rotten dung to protect the roote from winter frosts. Admit air 
freely to endive and lettaca in frames, and sift dry dust carefully 
amongst the plants to absorb moisture and prevent mouldiness.

A COURAGEOUS OOOK.

On going cut of the gate she saw в man standing there whom she 
believed to be the prisoner. She returned at five minutes past nine 
o'clock, and on passing the pantry window she found it open, and 
on looking in she saw the prisoner inside with his band on the

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A PAINFUL DIVOBOE CASE. 


Ix the Divorce Court has been tried a case, Meara v. Meara. Mr. 
Best for the petitioner; Dr. Spinks for the respondent. 

Thie was a husband's suit for restitution of conjugal rights, and 
after it was instituted t^ ps 1۱000٥, who is a clergyman of the 
Church of Eogland, ob'ai \-d 1. вте to continue it in forma pauperis 
The respondent pleaded devertion, inability to maintain her, cruelty, 
and adultery, and prayed for a judicial separation. The petitioner, 
in bis replication, charged her with provoostion and gross adultery, 
bat his counse! at the commencement of the trial abandoned the 
latter charge, for which there did not appear to have been a shadow 
of foundation. The facta of the case wore very simple. The re- 
spmdent was the daughter of General Onslow, and at the date of 
the marriage, which took place contrary to tbe wishes of her family, 
the petitioner was a curat» at Ryde, Isle of Wight. She was then, 
and still is an invalid, and so attached was she to the petitioner, 
that abe required no portion of her fortune of £3 000 to be settled 
upon ber. How ho justified this trast and confidence, and repaid 
this love, her evidence will show. In 1853 he was arraigned at the 
bar of the Old Batley, and pleaded guilty to a false and scandalous 
libel on the family of the Onslows а ا‎ other distinguished 
families with whom he had become connected by marriage, but was 
discharged on his own recognisancs, ده‎ giving an undertaking that 
he would not repest the offence. After the first twelve or eighteen 
months of the marriage ђе seldom lived with iis wife, whose «<» ety 
he now complained of having been deprived of, and prayed دا‎ ٥ 
restored to him, except for ^ few days at long intervals ; and during 
bis absence she becsme aware of his whereabouts only by his ap- 
postions for money. Daring the samo period she was, and still 
s, dependent for her maintenance and support oa the bounty of her 
friends. On the close of the petitioner's case in support of which 
he called the respondent’s brother, whose evidence was practically 
an outline of that subsequently given by his sister, 

Dr. Spinks submitted that the object ef the petitioner was not 
to obtain the soclety of his wife, but to extort money from her 
family, aud urged that the court ehould not comps! а woman to 
renew cohsbitation with a man who professed himself a pauper, 
who had no home to receive her, who had squaudered her means, 
who had even taken the wedding-ring off her fiager, and who had 
almost during the whole period of their married life neglected and 
deserted her. 

Mrs. Moara examined: I first lived in London with my husband 
for about а fortnight after the marriage. After that we went to the 
lels of Wight. My husband had then a curacy at Бубо We con- 
tinued to live there ten or twelve months. Ho then gave up the 
curacy, and left Ryde. Idon’t know why. I left with him, and 
we went to lodgings in Quebec-street, London. He went away in 
a few days, and left me sione. He was away abont а month. He 
did not ask me to go with him, and he left me no muney. My 
mother supported me during that time. After that I went to Ire- 
land with him. We remained there for rome months, and then re- 
turned to England, when he left me at my mother's door and ran 
avay. He pulled me out of the cab against my will and ran 
away. I was very ill, having travelled from Wales in the one day. 
A crowd collected, and I fainted. I cannot reoo lect anything more 
until I found myself in my brothers arms. I sav шу husband а 
few days afterwards Не then got а curacy near Winchester, and I 
wént with him He put me into a boarding-house, Shalford 
Cottage, near Winchester, but did not live witn me; be lived at 
Bt. Oross, a mile and в half off. I continued t» reside at Bhal- 
ford Cottage for nearly three years. He did not support me or 
help to support me during that time. І got means from 
my motber aud brother; all my money was settled on 
wy husband.

I never saw any 
mors of him until last year, excopt one day at Folkestone, when he 
passed me on the pier. Daring all that time he never aont me any 
money. 

Mr. Best submitted that there had been no desertion in law, and 
that it was evident the respondcat had put a false construction on 
what took place in the street oa the night of the illuminations for 
tbe Emperor of the Кговоћ. 

The Judge Ordinsry: I thiuk this is a moat scandalous cate. 
Here is a husband coming into court and asking the court to exercise 
its power in ordering his wife to return to him, and this in the face 
of the record on which he charges that woman whom he so aska to 
retarn to bie house, it he have one, with conduct of the most soan- 
dalous ond gross charac'er, without one particle of proof to sup- 
port thescomsation. It appears that tho marriage took place mauy 
years ago, and the wile tu her auswer, when asked to rejoin ber 
hacband says, first of all, “ You bave no home to give ше It is 
not necessary, in tho view I take of the case, that I should pro 
nounce «oy decision on that question, Sho next aaya, " You have 
committ-d adultery.” There is somo evidence of adultery, but I do 
not propose to decide that question, aye or no, She also says, 
“You have been guilty of oru-lty.” ‘here is some evidence ot 
cruelty, but I am loath to believe, and I do not believe, that at the 
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time she was thrown down ín the street on the night of the illumi- 
nstiong her husband threw her there either purposely or with an 
view to her injury. The other evidence of the oruelty is the d 
of personal violence to which she has spoken, bnt, looking to the 
whole case, and to the requirements of the case, I do not feel bound 
to pronounce s decision upon that question. The view I take n و‎ 
the remaining question will determine the interests of the Dartieg 
in tbis suit, and that remaining question is this: Bhe saya, “Yon 
have for years deserte1 me, and have not contributed towards m 
support.” The Act of Parliament under which this court sits Кым 
vides thet if a husband desert bis wife for two years and upward, 
without reasonable cause, that then she may claim a judicial вера- 
ration; and in my opinfon that desertion is amply proved. It 
appears that, soon after the marriage, the petitioner brought Up his 
wife to London and left her at her mother's door, just as he зора 
leave a parcel of goods or anything that be did not want, and ran 
away, leaving this woman in the street. Her family took charge of 
her; they had no alternative, and from that time they have, ont 
of thelr own means, supported this lady. That was not by 
avy means the last she saw of him, for he returned to her alter 
a very short time. Thero is no necessity that I should pursue 
their history in the various places at which they lodged 
Sometimes he stayed in the house with her, and sometimes he did 
not He went away for two years, during which time she may 
nothing of him, and had no means of subsistence from him. When 
he came back he rejoined her agsin from time to time, but from 
time to time only ; and through the whole of that period, from the 
time he left her at the steps of her mother's door until now, sha ap- 
ars to have lived at lodgings found by her from mesas provided 
y her family. His visits to her were few and far between, and 
were for his own convenience, bringing no fanda to assist her, and 
taking away from her whstever he could lay his upon—at 
one time her jewels, at another her money-box, which me to 
the ocotsion when he paid her his last visit. That was in 1856 
po he went with a lawyer and seized her box in which she wag 
n the habit of keeping ber money. He then disappeared, and from 
that time until October, 1865, a period of nine years, the wife hag 
seen nothing of him, the very last she saw of him being when he 
disappeared running down the street "ith her money-box in his 
hands. Surely, if ever there were ۵ osse of desertion, this was one, 
He leaves her for all that time, and never cares to seek for her or 
ask for her society. I have no doubt whatever that the ohargo of 
desertion is completely and entirely made out. I therefore refuse 
the petition for restitution of conjugal rights, and acoord to the 
wife what she asks in her prayer—a judicial separation. 

There was considerable applause in court when the learned jadge 
pronounced his decision. It was instantly suppressed; but the 
petitioner, on entering Westminster Hall, was hissed and mobbed 
by the crowd tbat followed him. 


ARREST OF STEPHENS, THE FENIAN LEADER. 
Tue detective police, between six and seven o'clock on Saturday 
morning, arrested ia Ireland Stephens, the reputed lesder of the 
Fenian movement, for whose capture а reward of £200 was offered 
by the Government. He was arrested, along with threo men 
named Kickham, Brophy, and Duffy, in a cottage at Sandy mount, 
about two miles from Dublin. 

Tho Dublin Evening Mail asya the circumstances under whioh the 
arrests took place were as follows:—* For some time past suspicion 
has attached to Fairfield, on account of а sort of mystery attached 
to its occupants. The police were accordingly directed to keep a 
watch upon it. In consequence of information which had reached 
{ре deteotive department a few days since, Dawson proceeded to 
inquire into the matter. Oa Friday morning he satisfied himself 
that the party who gave his name to Mr. Halbert, the landlord, 
was noother than Stephens, for whom the police have so long been 
on the watch. Не at once returned to town and swore an infor- 
mation before Mr. Stronge. Upon this а gearch warrant issued, 
bat it was determined to delay its execution until this morning, 
when the force under the command of Oolonel Lake, commissioner 
of police, and Mr. Saperintendent Ryan, proceeded to the house. 
As mentioned in an esrlier edition, Stephens himself came to the 
back door on hearing the knook. He asked, * Whe وا‎ there ; із that 
Corrigan?’ allading to а gardener whom he had employed. Тїз 
officera answered, * We are police, with a search warrant.’ He 
then eaid, ‘I can’t let you in; I am undressed.’ They replied, ‘If 
you do not open the door we will force it’ Thereupon he opened 
thedoor. He was in his shirt, and immediately proceeded up-stairs 
to dress, the officers following him closely. In his bedroom were 
found his wife, and her younger sister, Miss Hopper, who said, 
‘Here are the bloodhounds after us.’ In this room were found 
some memorandum-books and other documents, fooluding a number 
of receipts from в respectable oabiuet-maker snd upholsterer for 
psym:nts on account of articles of furniture supplied to the house 
in a recent instance no Jes а sum than £140 appesred to have 
been paid. On tho sill of а small window which lighted an apsrt- 
ment adjoining the bedroom, and which commanded the entrance- 
gate, the officers found а саве containing two loaded revolvers, with 
»mmunitiou aud all necessary appliances, the property of Stephens. 
Оп entering another room they found, in bed together, Brophy aud 
Daffy, whilst Kiokham slept on the floor, Here they discovered 
two revolvers, capped and loaded. The prisoners were all searched, 
when upon Stephens was found the sum of £26; проп Kickham, 
£40 in coin, £33 in notes, and a cheque for £40; aud upon Daffy an 
order. dated New York, 2224 Берб, 1865, for the eum of 
£1,525 8s 61., payable to George Hopper. The soners com- 
Gacied themselyes quietly, aud after the search had conoluded they 
were conveyed to the Lower Osstle-yard, where the oherge of high 
treason was formally preferred against them. On being asked their 
names they gave them as follows :--James Power, alias Stephens, 
Fairfield, Sandymount, gentleman; Hugh francis Brophy, 27 
Frankford-avenue, Rathgar, builder ; Oharles J. Kickham, Mullina- 
hone, county of 'lippererv, gentlemen; and Edward Doffy, 
Ballaghadarreen, county of Mayo, draper. The prisoners were «ll 
respeotably attired— Stephene particularly so, tbe neatness of bit 
dress being very marked. Shortly after two o'clock the prisoners 
were brought before Mr. Stronge, at the offices of the commissioners 
of police, Lower Osstle-yard, and remanded.”
